TWENTY MILLIONS. 


The Alleged Vast Inheritance of Joseph 
Hummell. 


Extraordinary Good Fortune of an Old News- 
Vender. 


[From the Cincinnati Enquirer.) 

Out in Betts Street Hospital lies an old lady 
seventy-seven years of age, a confirmed inva- 
lid for twenty years, unable to care for her- 
self. Down on Budd street, in a little, dingy 
brick building, a news-store in front and ten- 
ement in the rear, is an old man of sixty, her 
husband, with a passage ticket for London in 
his pocket, and his wife’s good-bye kiss upon 
his lips, about to sail for Europe to obtain 
possession of an immense fortune, estimated 
at $20,000,000, to which his wife has suddenly 
found herself entitled. Joseph Hummell is 
his name, Germany his nation, and for the 
past fifteen yesrs, since a rebel bullet at the 
battle of Duval’s Bluff rendered him unable 
to sit upon the tailor’s bench, the vending of 
newspapers and periodicals has been his 
means of obtaiming a livelihood. Now he 
finds himself suddenly a millionaire through 
an inheritance of his wife, with whom he 
plighted his vows in the fatherland, long years 
ago. 

It is a strange story, strange even in these 
times of sudden fortunes and as sudden re- 
verses. Joseph Hummell is a native of Ger- 
many, and there he married his wife, a wid- 
ow, seventeen years older than himself. In 
1843 they came to America to seek their for- 
tunes. They landed in New York, remained 
there two years, and in 1845 went to Boston, 
where Joseph learned the tailor trade, and 
spent seventeen years steadily devoted to the 
goose. - Then he entered into Uncle Sam’s 
army, went South, was wounded, 
discharged, and finally, with bis wife, 
went to Cincinnati. Unable, by rea- 
son of his wound, to sit upon the 
tailor’s bench, he began peddling pictures, 
bocks and church papers and periodicals. la 
this occupation he made u scanty living, living 
in obscurity and comparative poverty. His 
wife, meantime, had been a confirmed inva- 
lid, and, gathering together a few dollars, he 
invested it in a little stock of papers, books, 
sacred pictures, and for years past has given 
his time to these and the care-of his aged and 
helpless wife, hoping for nothing more than a 
comfortable living and a life in comformity 
with the requirements of the Church of Rome, 
of which he is a devout member. Two years 
ago, however, his wife, in looking over 
a newspaper, chanced to notice an ad- 
vertisement asking for the whereabouts 
of the heirs of Caspar Weiss, for- 
merely an admiral in the English navy, de- 
ceased since 1804, ‘*‘Caspar Weiss,’’ she said, 
‘was the name of my grandfather. Can it be 
that this is in relation to him and his heirs? 
Lie was, too, anadmiral. and died about the 
date mentioned. Canit betnatlam the one 
wanted to lay claim to his inheritance?’’ Her 
husband gave the matter little thought or at- 
tention at first, but, finding hér positive in her 
statement of family history, decided to write 
to the address mentioned, giving the facis. 
The result was 4 etter of 
inquiry from a lawyer named Weber, in 
London, stating that Caspar Weiss, an ad- 
miral, died in London in 1804, leaving a for- 
tune of a million pounds invested in 4 per 
cent securities; that during the long years 
since no Claimant had ever appeared for the 
fortune; that it by the natural process of in- 
terest-bearing greatly increased since that 
time, snd that he was desirous, if possible, 
of tinding the rightiul owners. The claims of 
Mrs. Hummell seemed, be said. to be well 
established, but he asked for further informa- 
tion, with documentary evidence of her 
identity. ‘Lhen follows more correspondenc: 
in Which the family history and records were 
thoroughly searched and ventilated, aud the 
result was that several months ago 
Mrs. Hummell received the in- 
formation that there was no longer 
any doubt as to her identity, and that she was 

he long-sought-for descendant, and entitled 
to at least a large portion of the funds in ques- 
tion, which could be obtained by herself or 
her representative upon complving with the 
necessary legal forms. ‘There was, however, 
a serious obstacle to remove, and that was the 
lack of funds. Mr. Hummell, the husband, 
was-very poor, being enabled by his very 
scanty income to little more than furnish the 
necessities of life for bimself and his invalid 
wife. Finally, however, he succeeded in in- 
teresting his friends in the society of which he 
was a member to a sufficient extent, who, be- 
coming convinced that the claim was proba- 
bly valid, consented to advance suflicient 
funds to enable him to make the journey to 
London and claim for his wife, who is unable 
by reason of her age and infirmities to travel, 
the fortune. 

An Enquirer reporter last night called upon 
on Bud 
street, No. 26, to ask him something further 
regarding the matter. 

**Yes,’’ he said, in reply to the reporter’s 
question, ‘*Il am going to start for Europe on 
‘Lbursday to claim my wife’s fortune.’’ 

**And do you really expect to get it?’’ 

**Yes, I don’t see any reason why I 
shouldn’t. I have papers from the attorney 
im London which show conclusively that she is 
entitled to it.’’ 

**Are there any other heirs besides your 
wife?’’ 

**That we don’t know, yet. There may be 
one or two, but we are not certain that there 
are any.”’ 

‘*‘And your wife??? 

_-*She is @ grand-daughter, on her mother’s 
side, of Casper Weiss. He was a native of 
Germhany, but lost his home when twelve years 
old, and was finally adopted by wealthy En- 
glish people. In later years he became eAwiral 
in the navy, and inherited the fortune of the 
people who had adopted him. He died in 
1804, worth £1,000,000, which was invested in 
English securities and deposited ina bank in 
London. ‘The increase, by reason of interest, 
would be very great, now, you know, for even 
four per cent, for seventy-five years, makes a 
great deal.’’

He 
isa medium-sized German, with prominent 
nose, dark hair and eyebrows, a bunch of 
gravis chin whiskers, and traverses the tity 
weekly with his bag of papers and periodicals, 
which he delivers to subscribers upon his 
route. Heis spoken of by his neighbors as a 
quiet, hard-working, honest old man, well 
worthy of the great fortune that has fallen up- 
on him and bis. There are three children— 
two those of his wife by her first marriage, 
ro one daughter, the fruits of the present 
union. 

The story is a strange one, but it is evident 
that others besides Mr. and Mrs. Hummel 
have confidence in its truth, as shown by the 
fact that money has been liberaily advanced 
to enable bim to visit London t secure the in- 
heritance. 


THE BEVERAGE OF BERLIN. 
Drinking a Gallon of Weiss-Bier at-a 
Sitting. 


[From the Pall Mall Gazette, Feb. 22.) 

Two typical institutions of the German capi- 
talare its weissbier and wein stuben, both 
usually to be met with in the quieter streets, 
and frequented by regular rather than by 
chance customers. The Berliner of the old 
type is usually a weissbier drinker, who re- 
gards the beverage as peculiar te the city, and 
is fond of expatiating upon its merita to 


strangers. You no sooner become 
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with a man of this class than he will ask your 
opinion of the ‘‘weiss.’’ I remember being 
sorely puzzled by an inquiry of the 
kind, and on replying, hesitatangly, **The 
weiss? What is the weiss?’’ my friend said, 
in a reproachfultone, ‘‘What! you have been 
among us a whole week and not tasted the 
weiss yet?’’ and then hurried me along until 
we reached a building with *‘Weissbier Aus- 
schank’’ painted jin huge black letters on the 
facade. Here we found ourselves in front of a 


small counter, behind which three individuals 
were engaged in uncorking stone bottles and 
carefully pouring their contents inte huge 
glasses, each holding more than half a gallon, 
while a fourth was removing ~ ge i lam- 
preysfromabarrel. Right and left Isy the 
weissbier stuben, decorated, like all the beer 
saloons of Berlin, with plaster busts of the 
Emperor, the Crown Prince, and Fuerst-von 
Bismarck. All the little tables crowding both 
apartments were occupied by guests whose 
rosy faces and rotund forms attested a fa- 
miliarity with the good things of this life. Be- 
fore every one stood a gigantic tumblef, con- 
taining a liquid, pale and clear as Rhine wine, 
and surmounted by a huge crown of froth. 
This was the famous ‘*weiss.’’ 
The liquor being ordered and duly 
brought, we observed that the quart bottle 
filled not more than one-third of the large 
glass, the voluminous head of froth not only 
occupying the remaining space, but foaming 
over the sides. Hence the necessity for such 
capacious tumblers, which a novice is only 
able to raise to his lips by the aid of both 
hands. Not so, however, the experienced 
weissbier drinker, who, by long practiée, has 
acquired the knack of balaneing, as it were, 
the bottom of the glass on his outstretched 
little finger, while he arisps the side with 
the remaining fingers and thumb of the same 
hand. A preliminary nip of kimmel (anise 
seed) is considered de rigueur, and, this dis- 
posed of, the Berliner will drink his four 
quarts of kuhle blonde—as weissbier is poet- 
ically termed by its admirers—as 
readily as his native sand sucks in @ sum- 
mer shower, exciting his thirst erhaps 
once in the course of the operation by some 
salted delicacy such asalamprey. Berlin is the 
city where the kuhle blonde 1s ob‘ained in the 
greatest perfection. It should be drunk when 
it is of a certain age, be largely impregnated 
with carbolic acid gas, and should have ac- 
uired a peculiar sharp, dry, and by no means 
isagreeable flavor. To the ordinary 
unstrung Berliner a moderate quantity of the 
weiss is as soda and brandy to the ‘‘seedy’’ 
Englishman. After an evening of excess his 
steps invariably tend to the weissbier stube, 
there to quench his thirst with a draught of 
kuhle blonde, and stimulate bis palled appe- 
tite with knoblauchwurst, a delicacy of the 
favorite sausage type fried with garlic.

The Art Journal, for March, contains 
another charming series of iliustrations by J. 
Appleton Brown, founded on the poetry of 
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The article is entijled ‘‘Landscape in Ameri- 
can Poetry,’’ aud the artist, a poet himseif, 
by nature, secma fully to have comprehended 
thejinner workings of the soul of the great 
bard. The same number also coa- 
tains . biographies of the Ameri- 
can artists Jasper F. Cropsey, Horace W. 
Robbins and Wyatt Eston, with engravings 
after their pictures. Mr. Cropsey is repre- 
senied by his ‘‘Old Red Mill,’’ which was ex- 
hibited at the St. Louis Fair, in 1877. It was 
also one of the prominent pictures at the Cen- 
tenpial Exposition and recelved the honors of 
a medal and diploma. Mr. Cropsey was born 
on Staten Island, in 1823, and his first start in 
life was as an arcbiteet, which profession he 
indulges in occasionally, having recently su- 
pervised the construction of a residence in 
Chicago for Mr. Geo. M.Pullman,and a cottage 
at Long Branch for the same geatlemen. He 
has also erected the beautiful stations onthe 
Metropolitan Elevated Railway in New York, 
Of late years he has devoted himself almosi 
entirely to the representation of autumn scen- 
ery, and though he has displayed an undue 
emphasis of loca! colers, his works are never- 
theless attractive and are, perhaps, as widely 
known as those of any other American paint- 
er. Hie was the youngest associate of the 
Academy of Design ever elected, and was 
made a National Academician in 181. He 
spent seven years in London 
several years in Italy, and 
has always been a fortunate and successful 
artist. 

Mr.H.W. Robbins was born in Mobile, Ala., 
in 1842, and is apupilof Mr. James M. 
Hart, though he afterwards was fortunate 
enough to receive some instruction from Rogas- 
seau, in Paris. Le was elected an Associate 
of the Academy, in 1864,and has made exten- 
sive sketching trips -throughout Europe and 
America. He spent several months in the Island 
of Jamaica, in company with Church; but 
since 1867 he his remained mostly in New 
York, painting but seven or eight pictures 
annually. Hissummers gre passed principal- 
ly in the vailey of the Connecticut. 

Mr. Wyatt Eaton was born on Lake Cham- 
plain, in Canada, in 1549, and in 1867 entered 
the Academy of Design in New York, as a 
etudent. In 1868 he became a pupil of Mr. J. 
QO. Eaton, the portrait painter, who, though 
of the same name, was not a relative, but it 
was some years before he found the true bent 
of his genius—which was landscape with fig- 
ures. When he produced his ‘‘Farmer’s 
Boy,’’ the true poetical feeling it. displayed 
attracted so much attention that he has fol- 
lowed it up with many designs ofa similar 
character. In 1870 he went abroad and 
entered the atelier of Gerome, in Paris, 
but spent all of his summers at Barbizon, the 
home of Millet, whom he reverenced as a 
great master. of art. During his residence 
here he made studies for his ‘‘Harvesters at 
Rest,’’ wkich is engraved in the Art Journal. 
In 1875 he sent two pictures to the Academy, 
one of which the hanging committee refused. 
Two years afterwards another hanging com- 
mittee accepted the same picture. In 1877 he 
accepted the position as instructor in drawing 
at the Cooper Institute, and in 
IST8S made a portrait drawing of William Cul- 
len Bryant for Scribuer’s Magazine, which 
has carried his name throughout the country, 
as a most admiralrie likeness, and one of the 
finest specimens of black and white ever pro- 
duced.

The Story ofthe Girl of Fourteen Who 
Held a Canadian Fort Agaiust the lro- 
quois. 

[From the New York World.) 

It was in Canada, almost two centuries ago. 
Sir Williams Phips had not long sailed away 
beaten from Quebec, one of his officers, who 
had beon charged with the exchange of pria- 
onors, saying as he took his leave: ‘*‘We 
shall make you another. visit in the 
spring,’’ to which a French officer had 
returned, with martial courtesy: ‘‘‘We 
Shall have the honor of meeting you 
ere then.’’ The Iroquois, with torch 
and knife, were harassing the French settle- 
ments scattered around Montreal, and cruelly 
trying the patience and courage of the colo- 
nists. In broad day they had fallenon the 
mission, just behind the mountain round 
which to-day some scores of American tourists 
are lazily rolling in big hacks drawn by big 
gray horses, and made prisoners of thirty-five 
converts. They had fallen on fair Pointe aux 
Trembles, just below the city—how many 
thousand Americans have not seen from the 
Richelieu steamers, Quebecwards bound, the 
sun setting over its high church 
and green trees blown about by the fresh wind! 
—and burned thirty houses. Vandreuil, beg- 
ging from door to door biscuits and morsels of 
pork to sustain his men, had fallen upon forty 
of the savages in a house at Repentigny, and, 
setting firetoit, had killed thirty-four of 
them with muskets and axes or by driving 
them back intothe flames. ‘‘ Young Francois 
de Bienville,’’ says Parkman, ‘‘one of the 
sons of Charles Le Moyne, rushed up toa 
Indian 
warrior, fired on the savages within, and 
was instantly shot dead.’’ One of his brothers 
took his name—he founded New Orleans. 
But one savage got away from the trap; the 
five prisoners were given to the inhabitants of 
Repentigny, Pointe aux Trembles and Bouch- 
erville, who burned them alive on the highway 
that runs along the river bank in plain view of 
the tourist by the steamers. The lineal de- 
scendants of the vengeful settlers, clad in hod- 
den gray, jog in their little carts drawn by 
stumpy ponies along the quiet road; from the 
deck of the steamer one could almost toss a 
biscuit upon them. 

Not so quiet were these pastoral parts in 
1692. ‘‘A traveler passing through this part 
of Canada would have found the houses «mp- 
ty. Here and there he would have seen ail the 
inhabitants of a parish laboring in a fieid to- 
gether, watched by sentinels and generally 
guarded by a squad of reguiars. When one 
field was tilled they passed to the next; aad 
this communal process was repeated when the 
harvest was ripe. At night they teok refuge in 
the fort—that 1s to say,in acluster of log cabins 
surrounded by a palisade.’’ It was not safe to 
do anything else. This the folk of La Cnesnaye 
bad found out when, forgetting the sharp lesson 
of two winters before, they had returned to 
their homes.

Ller story was writ- 
ten down from her dictation ‘‘par ordre de 
Mr.de Beauharnais,Gouverneur du Canada,’’ 
and Mme. de Poncbartrain, Wife of the Min\ 
ister, procured for the heroine a pension for’ 
life from the King.
